SUBJECT : Composition of Congressional Committees in 

the 04th Congress 


While the full ccrapasitlon of the Congressional Camaittees 
in the 04th Congress is not yet determined, much of the senior 
membership can he indicated. 

1. Senate Appropriations Committee 

Senator Carl Hayden {D., Arix.}, will assume the Chairmanship 
of this Committee from Senator Styles Bridges (B., H.H.), who 
will become the ranking Minority Deader. The second and third 
ranking Republicans on the Cccmittee, Senator® Ferguson and 
Cordon, were both defeated, which leaves one Republican vacancy 
to be filled. On the Democratic side. Senators McCarran and 
Maybank have both died which will leave three Democratic vacan- 
cies for the full Committee. It should be noted that Senator 
Joseph C. 0 ’Mahoney (D* > Wyo.), former Chairman of the Armed . 

Services Appropriations Subcommittee, has been re-elected to s 
the Senate after an absence of two years. He may be reas- J 

signed to the Appropriations Committee although he will not J 

regain his seniority. Senator 0 ’Mahoney was always extremely J 
helpful to CIA in appropriations matters. She present ranking | 
Democrats on the Armed Services Appropriations Subcommittee 
are Senators Hayden, Russell, Chavez, and Hill. As full Com- 
mittee Chairman, Senator Hayden probably will not assume any f 
Subcommittee C h a irm a n ship. It is not known whether Senator | 
Russell, as Chairman of the Armed Services Committee, would con- | 
eider it appropriate to Chair the Armed Services Appropriations 
Subcommittee. Senator Chavez has had no contact with CIA and may 
seek another Appropriations Subcommittee Chairmanship in greater 
line with his interests. Shis might bring Senator Lister Hill 
(D., Ala.}, to the Subcommittee Chairmanship. He was formerly 
a member of the Senate Armed Services Committee and is friendly 
to CIA. However, it is believed that Senator Hayden will per- 
sonally take a major interest in the CIA appropriations. On the 
Republican side of the Armed Services Appropriations Subcommittee, 
the f earner Subcommittee Chairman, Senator Ferguson, has been de- 
feated as has Senator Cordon, who was also a Subcommittee member. 
This will leave the following Republicans on the Subcoraaittee: 
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Senators Bridges* Saltonstall, Sacwl&ad, Toting, ffcye, and 
Smith of Sains* Hi® remaining Democrat on the Sttbeoaeittee 
is Senator McClellan* with three Democratic vacancies to fill. 

2. Souse Appropriations Cowaittee 

There have been no changes among the senior wsfijere of the 
Saute Appropriations Ccnaittee . Congr ess m an Clarence Cannon 
(»., Ho.)* will succeed Ur. Taber as Chairman. As the present 
Cag gl ttea is thirty Republicans and twenty Democrats, 

sad ns only four of the Republicans ere left {two* Cotton of 
Sew Hampshire, and Srweka of Mahraeka, hawing bean elected 
to tht Senate}* six Junior Republicans will have to be dropped 
if the present ratio between Majority and Minority is retained. 
All of the Democrats were re-elected. Insofar m the Arsed 
Services Appropriations Subcommittee is concerned, it* Chair- 
manship presumably will remain with Mr. Mahon, the Cces&ittee’s 
second ranking Democrat, and will Include Congressmen Sheppard 
mad Sikes. Cm the Republican side, Cksngreseaan Wigglesworfch, 
Serivner, Ford, Miller, and Qstertag will return with Congress- 
man J&nasfca going to the Senate. However, this ratio will have 
to be realigned mod it is presume d that, if past Democratic 
precedent is followed, a aaeh manl i er group than last year 
will bear the CIA appropriation. 

3. Senate Armed Services Committee 

Senator Russell will succeed Senator Saltonstall as Chairman 
of this ©asaittee, which is divided eight and. seven between 
the Majority and Minority Parties. Hone of the Democrats on 
the Committee were defeated, and they will add one member upon 
assuming Majority. There is some talk that Senator Wayne Morse 
will be given back Ms s«at on this Conaittee if he desires it. 

On the Republican side. Senator Hendrickson did not seek re- 
election, and Senator Cooper was defeated, leaving one Repub- 
lican vacancy to be filled. 

b, goose Armed Services gCBCittee 

Congressman Carl Vinson will succeed Congressman Dewey Short 
as Chairman of the Canal ttee. There have beam no changes in 
its senior membership other than that caused by the death of 
the fourth ranking Republican, Paul W. Shafer of Michigan. 

5. Joint Committee m Atomic Rnergy 

Dnder the Atomic Saergy Act of 195*b the CfeMramasMp of the 
Joint Committee reverts to the Senate in even-numbered Congresses. 
Therefore, the sew Committee Chairman will be Senator Clinton P. 
Andersen of Hew Mexico, the second ra nking Democrat on the 
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Committee. Senator Suaaell, the ranking Democrat an the Consult tee, 
prefers to retain the Chal p of the Ar®ed Services Ccasdttee. 

The other Democratic Senators are Pasters of Shade island, and 
Albert Gore of Itootiessee, the latter having been designated during 
the recent Special Session in place of Senator Johnson of Colorado, 
who is retiring from the Senate, there is still one Democratic 
Senatorial vacancy on the Committee. the Republican Senators are 
Hickealocper , Hillikin, Khowland, and Briefer. Senator Cordon 
having bean defeated, this eliminates the one Republican Senator 
who would have to be dropped when the Deas>erata assumed control. 

On the Bouse aide. Congressman Durham of North Carolina, is the 
ranking Democrat, end will become Vice-Chairman of the Committee 
with Congressmen Holifield, Price, and Kilday remaining, there 
is mm Democratic Souse vacancy. On the Republican side, there 
asm C ong r essme n Cole, Hinabsv, Van Zandt, Jenkins, and Patterson, 
mm of vfeesa will have to draped. While Patterson is the junior 
Congressman, it is believed that Jenkins may step aside.
